The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Each of pending claims 12-21 requires that a clarifier be in wetted contact with 
a soot-bearing wastewater and a first reactor basin for receiving settled soot from the 
clarifier. USP 4510057 describes a soot-bearing wastewater fed to an aerobic 
biodegradation reactor, but does not teach an interposed clarifier. USP 3803806 to 
Komline describes a primary settling tank, but the settled solids are not fed directly to a 
reactor basin. Instead, they are sent to a dewaterer and then to an incinerator before 
the off gases thereof go to a reactor basin (aeration tank 34). USP 6559335 to 
Johnson describes a primary clarifier upstream of an aeration reactor basin 16, but fails 
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to describe or suggest use of the same with specifically a soot-laden wastewater 
stream. 

Accordingly, claims 12-21 are allowed.
